The Sandwich Eslands.

Wasaiseros, March 31—It the reve-
nue cutter Rusk, oo her trip from San
Francieco to Bonolu!u, has made the or~
dinary rate of speed, Bloont, President
Cleveland’s special commiasioner, 18 now
on the Hewsmian Islanas, and his investi-
gstion into the condition of affairs there
has begun. A story said to have been
brought to San Francisco by the United
States ship Alliance that Japan was har-
boring designs upon the islands in case
the United States should conclade not to
take possession or control of them, has
mude little impression here, At the Jap-
enese legation it was said for Minister
Taneno, in response to ioquiries, that the
egation bad no information whatever
upon the subject. In the absepce of any
communication from the government or
from the Jupanese coosul at Honoluln,
any expression of opinion upon the prob-
abilities of the siination respectiug Ja-
pan sod Hawail were withheld by the
minister. The story brought by the Ai-
liance said the officers of the Japanese
warship in the harbor of Hoaolulu
seemed to be acting under the 1nfluence
of the British representstives there, This
much of the tale is corroborative of the
statements coatained in s letter from a
member of the provisional government
to ope of the anoexation commissioners
in Washington, heretofore mentioned 1o
these dispatches. Tost officiul wrote that
since Wodehouse, the Britisb commis-
sioner, had sent his formal note of recog-
nition to the provisionzl government ss
the de f+cto government, he had avoided
uny inlercourse or commaunication with
the members, and up to ume the letter
wasg written the officers of the warship,
who were in constant associstion with
the British officisls, bad failed to pay
the ordinary snd costomary visits of
courtesy to the members of the goverp-
ment,

A Conspirsey Discovered.
Pasama, March 31—.The government
discovered, justin time to preventit, a
plot to inaugurate s revolution in Costa
Rica. Tbe coospirators plotted to at-
tack the military stores depot, and with
the captured arms and ammuoifion equip
the revolatiopists. The leaderin the
copspiracy, Gutierrez, receotly returned
trom an exile to which he had been con-
demned on account of & previous revolt
sgeinst the government. The author
ities were advised of their plans, and de
cided to allow them to proeeed and cap-
ture them in the act of treason. The
conspirators made the attack on the de-
pot, secured the arms and ammunition,
and that moment they were tuken Ly
surprise by the government troops, who
took posseseion of both the conspirators
and their mumtions of war The coun-
try was at once placed under martial law,
The government 1ntends to make an ex-
ample of the conspirkiors.

The crew succeeded in reaching
the beach safter a terrible stiuggle with
the waves, except Steward Bowen, who
was drowned” Fireman Bozeo was op-
conscions when he reached the shore, and
his compantons, thinking bim dead, left
him and started to walk to Comberland,
10 miles away. The weather was very
cold, snd, with their sosked garments,
they suffered terribly. Captain Potter
fainted at the end of four miles and was
carried by his companions the rest of the
way. Some of them dropped uncon-
cs10u8 on reaching thelr destination. La-
ter & party went to the scene of the
wreck and found Bozen still alive, io
gpite of the storm and cold.

Death in the Snow,

been killed by a snow-slide in Crooked
canyon ,20 miles soutb of Austin. George
Schmidt, who went to Graves' place,
found that a slide bad occurred, and on
investigation discovered that a part of
the Graves' cabin was gope. He found
Graves' head protruding from the snow
where the cabin bad stood, und thinks
the others are probably buried in the
cabio also. He immediately proceeded
to Kingston, and with others returned 1o
hunt for the bodies of the wife snd the
children. Graves had been working &
mine sll winter there.

At least six
perzons burped to death, and the list of
the injured nambers between 20 and 80.
The bodies of the s1x persons takeo from
the ruins were buroed beyond recognition.
Last night 125 persons went to sleep in
the buildings, and while many jumped
from the second and third-story windows,
it is teared msny others perished in the
flames. It was after G o'clock’ before the
first body was found. It was sn unrec-
ogvizabie charred mass of flesh. [he
second was found soon after 1n & simiiar
conditign. The inmates of the Higgins
buiiding were awakened from their sieep
by & man who rushed throngh the ball
woys, kicking at the doors and calling
“fire.” Men snd women rashed from
their rovms into the halls, already fitled
with smoke and flames, and the geuneral
cry was, “Jomp from the windows and
save yourselves,” Maoy did so. bat the
jump wes a bad one to risk. From the
upper story it was 30 feet on the west
side, with u-plank roadway on which to
land. Ouo the east side there was a creek,
which made the jump 40 feet. Several
persons made the jump for life into the
strenm and were rescued.

Many Were Kllled
Spamoxin, Pa, April 1—A mioer’s
Inmp cavsed an explosion in the Nielson
shaft, operated by Langdon & Co,, this
morning. Many of the mioers in the mine
at the thime escaped. Owing to yesterday
being s holiday, nol &8s many men were
at work s usual. Ten dead baye been
recovered Itis not defimtely koown
whether any more are in the mine, which
is burning fiercely, with momentary dan
ger of 5o explosion. Atlempls were made
to fight the fire, but those who started to
do so were compelled to flee for their
lives, The 10men who lost thewr hives
were at work 2early 100 feet aboye where
the fire broke out, Throngh the sirway
the smoke poured, suffocating the unfor-
tupates like rats 1o & trap. Almost the
entire town gathered in the wicinity of
the buroing mine. The scepes were most
distressing. About midday s rescuing
party went down the shafr. When they
had proceeded a short distance, under
constant danger of suffocation. they came
acioss the bodies of two men locked in
each other's arme. Further on the bod-
ies of eight more men were found, mak-
ing 10 dead in &ll. The bodies were re-
moved to the surface ‘with much diffi-
culty and taken to the blacksmith shop,
where most patbetic scenes were wit-
pessed, Ouly two mules were gotten out
alive, There dre 80 dead in the mine.

A much larger number of frait trees are
being set out in Clackamas county this year
than ever before. The Quaker association,
of some thirty families, which purchased
atout 3000 acres of land at Scott's Mills
last winter, is putting oot 60,000 trees,
wmostly pruses, asd about 20,000 young
trees are being set by smaller holders in
that section of the cousty. On Canby

Yesterday morning the heroio act of Geo,
E Richardson, a laborer employed in a hop
